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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The reply filed 7/1 5/04 consists of amendments to claims 1 , 7, 8, 1 0, 1 7, 1 8, 
changes in the specification and remarks related to rejection of claims. The claims are 
not allowed as described below. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the uniformly and 
radially inward deformation of the crimp insert must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claims 1-20. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
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any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

As shown in Figure 6, application of vertical forces F can not cause a uniform 
radial deformation because there is no means to distribute the force uniformly in the 
radial direction. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The independent claims 1 and 10 recite deformation of the crimp insert uniformly 
and radially inward, which is not clear. Does it mean uniform deformation in the radial 
direction or in the longitudinal (axial) direction. 
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Note: for the purposes of this analysis, this feature (uniform and radially inward 
deformation has been ignored. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-3, 5-13 and 15-19 and are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lutzen et al. (6390688). 

Lutzen (Figures 1-17) shows a connector system 10 having a thermoplastic 
connector plug 12 with an axial bore between its distal and proximal ends, a metallic 
crimp insert 122 [including a bushing 120 and an elastometer tube 121] defining a 
central (axial) bore with a portion 139 with a diameter equal to that of a jacket (cladding) 
144 of an optical fiber cable 142 and a second portion 168 having a diameter equal to 
the diameter of an unjacketed portion (core) 140 of the optical fiber cable wherein the 
crimp insert is deformed at axially spaced positions corresponding to the first and 
second portions of the central (axial) bore of the crimp insert. The crimp insert has a 
plurality of axially spaced ribs or rings 126, 128 formed on its circumference. The 
bushing 120 and tube 121 form two portions of a ferrule for the optical cable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claims 4, 14 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Lutzen et al. (6390688). 

Lutzen shows all the features of these claims as described in paragraph 3 above 
except the crimp insert made of aluminum and the material of the core and cladding. 
Aluminum is a well known material which can be easily crimped or deformed. As to the 
claim 20, the use of silica and polymer for the core and cladding of an optical fiber cable 
is well known. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the instant invention to make the crimp insert of aluminum, the core made of 
silica and cladding made of a polymer because it has been held to be within the general 
skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the 
intended use. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416.
